the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill in confer­ 
ence between the two branches of 
congress, after the usual rally of 
“insurgents” In the House this after­ 
noon, with the usual repulse, the 
tim e arrived for the appearance on 
the scene of 'President Taft as guide, 
philosopher and friend and harmon­ 
izer. 
And, in fact. President Taft did 
appear on the scene just about the 
time the House had taken action and 
calls were being issued for the first 
meeting 
of 
the 
conferees 
in 
the 
rooms of the Senate Committee on 
Finance. 
He arrived in Washington 
from his trip to Lake Chaplain at 
4 o'clock this afternoon and found 
waiting for him 
Senator 
Aldrich, 
chairman of the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee, who gave him the informa­ 
tion that the bill w'as in conference 
aru? the time had arrived for him to 
express detailed opinions, if he so 
desired. 


It became known that the President 
is opposed to the amendment made to 
the corporation tax provision taxing 
holding companies, his objection be­ 
ing that this is a very drastic form 
of 
double 
taxation. 
It 
was also 
made clear that before the conferees 
get through with the corporation tax 
section it will have to be entirely re- 
i written. 
A rapid survey of the sit­ 
uation has led Senator Aldrich to 
believe that the conferees can finish 
their work in a <week or ten da vs 
and the WH certainly passed within 
two weeks. From tim e to -time while 
they are toiling President Taft will 
have conferences with Senator Aid- 
rich and Speaker Cannon as the par­ 
ty leaders in Congress and will make 
his influence thus felt upon the con­ 
ferees. ‘Meantime he is keeping quiet. 
The only comment he would make 
publicly today was one of satisfac­ 
tion that the Senate had finished the 
bill. 
Outw'ard evidences point to a 
m erry war in the conference, but it 
is difficult to say how* much of this 
bill will *be borne out. 
The House 
held up its hands in horror when 
it received back the Senate bill w’ith 
846 amendments. 
With a whoop it 
moved to disagree and sent the bill 
to conference. Chairman Payne of the 
Ways and Means Committee, declar­ 
ing that he would oppose all the 
•Senate amendments and that he had 
yet to be convinced of the wisdom 
of the Sedate changes. 
This caused 
no particular good feeling when re­ 
peated on the Senate side and the 
leaders quietly intimated that while 
the House might wail at the Changes 
to which the bill had been subjected 
there would be no easy yielding on 
the part of the Senate conferees. 
It is well known 
that 
President 
Taft hopes to see restoration of che 
House provisions for free raw ma­ 
terial, coal, iron ore and hides, among 
them, a sw e ll as reduction of the du­ 
ties which the Senate increased. 
Al­ 
so that he hopes the House will ac­ 
cept the Senate administration meas­ 
ures, 
including the maximum 
and 
minimum section, the customs, court, 
etc. It is in this respect that he will 
make his influence aa head of the 
Republican party felt » the end that 
the bill may square with the promises 
rf (I ow* na rd revision made upon the 
stump. 
In the Senate there is a disposition 
to regard the tariff rates as to a 
large degree fixed by their passage in 
that i>ody. 
It is felt that during the 
last two weeks there have been fre­ 
quent changes rn the bill which have 
resulted in placating opposition, but 
that many of these are not to be 
lasting. 
Upon the main 
features of the 
bill involving 
the 
more 
im portant 
manufacturing interests 
to 
specific 
rates and occasional Increases will 
pass unchanged through the fire of 
the conference. 
There is very strong 
conviction as to the justice of the 
protection written in the bill by the 
Committee on Finance and it will be 
disposed to stand firm for most of 
tis recommendations.

VV rn. D. Howard, a fireman for the 
Southern Railway, was fatally injur­ 
ed in an accident near Del Rio on 
the Knox vHle-Ashevi lie 
line 
Mon­ 
day night. He died a few hours lat­ 
er and his remains were brought to 
this city Tuesday morning, arriving 
on west bound train No. 35, due at 
6:30 a. rn., but which was running 
about an hour late. 
Howard was fireman on an east 
bound freight The engine struck a 
cow and overturned, the engine pull­ 
ing loose from the tender. Howard 
fell between the engine and tend­ 
er and the latter was dragged on 
him. His left hip was broken and the 
left leg fractured between the knee 
and ankle and he was otherwise bru­ 
ised internally, expiring a few hours 
later. No other member of the train 
crew was injured, the engineer, L. 
B. Bolt, escaping without a scratch. 
Howard was thirty years of age 
and married, being survived by a 
widow and one child ’He

Oakwood. 
His remains will be conveyed to­ 
day to 'Sevier county, the destination 
being about seven mile#* north of 
Sevierville. The funeral cortege will 
leave this city about seven o’clock 
this morning.—Knoxville Journal and 
Tribune.

Guthrie, Okla., July 9.—Companies 
that have the exclusive business of a 
community 
and 
are 
dispensing 
a 
commodity 
upon 
which the public 
must rely are subject to regulation 
under Section 13 of the anti-trust 
law’ of the 'First 
Legislature, and 
the Corporation Commission announc­ 
ed today that it would take jurisdic­ 
tion as 
the 
law directs. 
Actions 
may be ‘brought in the District Courts 
as well. 
Complaints about a local 
ice company have been made to the 
Corporation Commission, but charges 
of a specific nature were not filed. 
Blanks for this purpose are furnish­ 
ed by the commission upon applica­ 
tion. 
The section of the law under which 
the commission secures authority is 
that defining a public business and a 
virtual monopoly and provides: 
"•Whenever any business, by reason 
of Its nature, extent, or the existence 
of a virtual monopoly there, is such 
that the public must use -the same, 
or its services, or the consideration 
by it given or taken or offered, or 
the commodity bought or sold therein 
are offered or taken by purchase or 
sale in such m anner aa to make it of 
public consequence, or to affect the 
community at large as to supply, de­ 
mand or price or rate thereof * 
* 
♦ 
said business is a public business 
and subject to be controlled by the 
Stale, by the Corporation Commission 
or by an action in any -District Court 
of the State as to all of its practices, 
rates, prices and charges. 
And it is 
hereby declared to be the duty of any 
person, firm or corporation engaged 
in any public business to render its 
services and offer its commodities, or 
either upon reasonable term s without 
discrimination and adequately to the 
needs of the public, considering the 
facilities of said business. ** 
Oklahoma is one of the few’ stares 
having such a law.

J O BESIN SOON 


DAIRY 
COMMISSION 
WILL 
EN­ 
DEAVOR TO BUILD UP THE 
INDUSTRY. 


The Adulteration of Milk and Butter 
Will Be Referred to Pure Food 
Commission. 


Guthrie. Okla., July 
9.—C. 
W. 
Holmes, 
recently 
appointed 
state 
dairy inspector under the supervision 
of the board of agriculture will in the 
near future begin a thorough and 
systematic inspection of the dairie 
and creameries of the state. 
The 
dairy commission was placed under 
the supervision of the board of agri­ 
culture by the last legislature and the 
board is now organizing the new de­ 
partment for effective work. 
The principal work of the dairy 
commission will he to build up the 
dairy industry of the state rather 
than to inspect the products of dair­ 
ies and creameries,” said Secretary 
Charles Barrett of the board of ag­ 
riculture today. 
“The matter Of de­ 
termining (whether milk or butter is 
being adulterated will be left to the 
pure food and health 
department. 
The dairy inspection department will 
look after the sanitary conditions and 
Mr. Holmes will be equipped to ad­ 
minister the tuberculin test to dairy 
cattle. 
“The principal work of the dairy 
commission, however,” said Mr. 'Bar­ 
rett, ' will be to encourage the em­ 
ployment of proper methods and to 
demonstrate to 
the 
dairymen 
the 
great possibilities of profit in the 
dairy business in Oklahoma. 
In the 
opinion of the board this state should 
become the chief dairy state in the 
union. 
The mild climate, short and 
warm winters and the large variety 
of forage crops that thrive in Okla­ 
homa should be an inducement for 
many from other states to engage 


•We are in receipt of -the July 
docket from the corporation commis­ 
sion and upon investigation of the 
same we find nineteen complaints, 
two citations for contempt and four 
proposed orders are to be heard dur­ 
ing the term beginning Tuesday. July 
20th and ending Saturday Julv 24th 
1909. 
I pon careful investigation we find 
that proposed order 'No. 55 is ad­ 
dressed 
to all 
transportation 
and 
transmission companies, and all gas. 
electric light, heat and plower com­ 
panies requiring them to establish 
and maintain an office in the state of 
Oklahoma as is required by ‘the con­ 
stitution of the state. 
This is a step 
in the right direction by the corpora­ 
tion commission to force ail these 
companies to have an office in the 
state of Oklahoma where all of the 
records are kept and where the com­ 
mission can from time to time check 
up the accounts of the different pub­ 
lic utility corporaetions and know 
for a certainty 
whether they are 
making money in the state of Okla­ 
homa or not. 
We also note that the commission 
is working right along through the 
summer months in It’s endeavor to 
procure the needed relief for the 
people of the state.

McAlester were both living on the 
present site of -McAlester before there 
was any town there, and had shared 
the uits aud downs of fortune to­ 
gether. 
borne years 
ago 
Bennett’s 
affair’s became considerably involved 
but Colonel McAlester was able to 
tide him over his difficulties and at 
his -death he left an estate worth con­ 
siderably 
over 
$200,000.

this 
amount $80,000 was given to two 
Methodist churches. $5 to a nephew 
who had incurred his uncle’s dis 
pleasure and the I valance to Col. Mc 
Alesrer, who was also named as ex 
eeutor and is now in McAlester look­ 
ing after -the affairs of the estate. 


McAlester, Okla., July 9.—The lo­

Sweet potatoes should be grown in 
every home garden unless the space is 
very limited. Twenty to 50 feet of row 
will give a nice treat for many meals 
and a larger space ca* often be devoted 
to this crop. 
Sweet potatoes are at 
their best on a rich, sandy loam but 
they can be grown on other kinds of
